| HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Fate 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt 2 quarter- 
section: alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Prive $3 per 
acre. Duties— Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

King George never lets a sense of 
the royal dignity keep him from en- 
joying outdoor sports.

The King is an enthusiastic horse- 
man, and when the weather is fair he 
spends a couple of hours each day in 
the saddle.

FASHION COLLEGE AT BERLIN. 


Professor Doege to Start Institution to 
Fight Parisian Ideas. 

The Berlin capital fs developing a 
revolt against the predominance of 
Yarisian fashions, Professor Doege, 
the eminent expert in tbe history of 
costumes, proposes {o found a univee- 
sity of women's fashions. 

He says this !s the only possible way 
of delivering Germany from tho dom!- 
nation of Paris in fashions. The past 
attempts of German artists to effect 
this alm havo failed, owing to their 
lack of practical knowledge and the 
absence in Berlin of a costume tradl- 
thon. The university will have a Ii- 
brary of past fashions. 

An Institution of this kind exists at 
Paris, and Professor Doeze has already 
obtained approval of his plan from 
many eminent persons, including the 
artists Westphal and Schulze and nu- 
merous dress reformers. 

At a meeting called to discuss the 
project a woman speaker sald that the 
university should be directed by a 
famous artist and tho practical side 
controlled by an expert in tailoring 
and millinery, In order to keep in 
touch with the life of fashion the unl- 
versity should bave connections with 
the most important shops and with 
some of the better theaters.
